"LET NOTHING YOU DISMAY. 

London, Dec. 24.— Though tho number of 
persons unable to'find employment is proba- 
bly greuter than ever before in recent 
years, the average condition of the British 
people is considered fairly prosperous, and 
the trade done by the shops during tho holi- 
day season has seldom been equaled in mag- 
nitude. "Let nothing you dismay," is lit- 
erally taken as the motto of the Christmas 
tide, and it will bo a merry holiday despite 
tho poor prospects of foreign trade. The 
shutting down of tho iron works and manu- 
factories; the distress < Ifche army of the 
unemployed; and the lockout of the 8,000 
railway men on the Scotch lines, whose pay 
1ms been withheld by the company, because 
of alleged breaches of eoutract., The re- 
markable thing about this strike is that it 
is wholly on a question of hours, no demand 
for increased wages being .made. Tho men 
want tho number of hoi ; -s worked in any 
one day to he limited to ten, and it is this 
moderation in their demands wht-h attracts 
public sympathy so stroii; (to their cause. 

PARNELL AND o'llKlKN. 
Persons who know -Mr. Parnell say it is 
useless to entertain tho idea that he is open 
to conciliation. His whole object in going 
to meet Mr. O'Brien in Paris, they say, is 
to convert tho latter through his emotional 
nature to Paruell's view of the situation. 
Mr. Parnell is said to have the most un- 
doubted confidence that ho can influence 
O'Brien in this degree. It is stated that 
the conference in Puris will begin by a per- 
sonal interview betwocu Mr. Parnell und 
O'Brien, nnd that if their intercourse pro- 
ceeds satisfactorily, Mr. 'Justin McCarthy 
will be called in, and possibly other promi- 
nent Irishmen. The biljnp language used 
by Timothy Healy \" tho late cam- 
paign is now recognised as a sorious 
obstaclo in the way of harmony, 
as Mr. Parnell is taid to bo deeply 
wounded by the allusions to Mrs. O'Shea. 
Timothy Harrington said to-day that any 
settlement which would retain the valuable 
services of Mr. Parnell g§ lid be satisfactory 
to him, for ho still regm .ad Parnell as in- 
dispensable no the pur'.y. The conduct of 
tho prie3ts, he added, h/i heen such as to 
bring shame upon the c\ ireh, and he feared 
that it would tend to j lurm the Noncon- 
formists of tho English Liberal party far 
more than the O'Shea r ' liter had offended 
them. One cardinal -J iciple of tho Non- 
conformists was that k- i church must not 
he permitted to dictuto the politics of the 
people, and Catholic priestly interfer- 
ence hud always been hold up as a bugbear 
to prevent Englishmen from doing full jus- 
tice to Irishmen. Intdjigfiat ft 1 ;,! iiberal- 
mindtd English leadcis i bp -gut their 
followers to discard in a targe decree these 
old notions as to priestly power, but what 
could they say now to the exhibition in Kil- 
kenny ! Mr. Harrington feared that home 
rule had received a blow, the effect of which 
would be felt for many years. 

.IUSTIN MCCARTHY INTERVIEWED, 

BOULOGNE, Dec. 24. — In an interview to- 
day, Justin McCarthy said that Mr. 
O'Brien, who is eminently a patriot, left 
America for Paris with the desire to effect 
econeiliation between Mr. Parnell and 
his opponents, but the events which have 
transpired since he sailed will cause him to 
liiul that this is impossible. Even negotia- 
tions are hardly possible, as the basis there- 
for does not exist, because Mr. Parnell re- 
fuses to accept the result in Kilkenny as 
the verdict of the people on his case. Mr. 
McCarthy added that some of Mr. Parnell'a 
present adherents are likely to join Mr. 
O'Brien when the hitter's decision is known. 
After informing Mr. O'Brien of the recent 
happenings, Mr. McCarthy will return to 
England and await the result of the confer- 
ence between O'Brien and Parnell. 

AS A COMl'IilMEXT TO O'llBIEN, 

Dublin, Dec. 24. — On leaving Dublin 
this evening, Mr. Parnell said he wns going 
to Paris as a compliment to Mr. O'lirien, 
but. he had no intention of receding an inc:i 
from his position. He will resume his cam- 
paign at Limerick on his return to Ireland.

Just as the clock was striking midnight, 
ushering in this joyous Christmas day, a 
crime as dark, cowardly and mysterious as 
ever disfigured the history of this province, 
was porpetrated at the corner of Blanchard 
and View streets, where David F. Fee, jr., 
a young man known and likod by almost 
overyono in Victoria, lost his life at the 
hands of Clareuco Philau. The cir- 
cumstances of the tragic affair, up 
to tho hour of going to press 
are as follows : The deceased, who 
wus keeping a general Btorj at East 
Wellington, came down yesterday to spend 
tho holidays with his parents and friends 
here. Iu tho evening, in company with bis 
particular friend, Frank Partridge, 
he attended an entertainment in the Phil- 
harmonic Hall given by a social club, 
of which he was one of tho projectors and a 
very popular jnember. During the festiv- 
ities, in company with his friend, he took 
time to run over to the Cutholic Church, 
where midnight muss was about being cele- 
brated. They only remained for a few 
minutes, and were returning to the hall, 
when the fearful deed was committed. 
Fee was walking on the right hand, 
and they had crossed View street, 
and were just starting down Blanchard, 
when a man, who was standing on the curb 
stone on View street, a few leet from the 
corner, addressed them, as the companion 
of tiic dead man relates. Ho 
said : " You challenged me," or 
words to the same effect. Roth tinned 
round, Fee in so doing exposing his breast. 
At that instant, tho man raised a 
double barrelled gun, which before had 
not been noticed, and fired. The muzzle 
must have been within four feet of Fee's 
breast. There was a loud report, which 
startled the Worshippers in the church, u 
few feet away, and tho young man fell, his 
blood gushing over tho sidewalk. The as- 
sassin had been stanoing, with 



so I thought I would take a walk around 
the block, and come back again. I did so. 
I was gone uhout an hour. I don't deny 
that I killed the man." 

In making Ids statement the man did not 
manifest the slightest uneasiness, but wait- 
ed for each remark to bo taken down in 
writing, before proceeding. 

The young man whoso tragic death is 
announced this morning, was the oldest son 
of Mr. and Mrs. J). F. Fee, of North Park 
Btreet. He resided here since childhood, and 
attended St. Louis College. He learned 
carpentry with Messrs. Smith k Clark, and 
afterwards started business for himself. 
About a year ago he decided to re- 
move to East Wellington, |whero 
ho did a good business as general store- 
keeper. He came to Victoria yesterday to 
spend the holidays with his parents at uv 
home which to-day is plunged in tho deep- 
est mourning. During his almost life-long 
residence in Victoria, few young men made 
themselves more popular than tho deceased. 
Everyono had a good word for 
" Dave Fee," as no I was styled, 
by all his acquaintances. He always tool: a 
prominent part in Pythian matters, was an 
enthusiastic fireman both iu the volunteer 
and paid departments, and alwuyo first in 
events of a social nature. His fearful and 
sudden death will bo keenly mourned, and 
the greatest sympathy will bo extended to 
the bereaved parents in this their hour of 
sorrow.

ATKINS ON ELLIOT r. 

He Says That the Professor is Attorney for 
the Senl Fishers. 

The Buffalo, N. Y., Courier, of the 18th 
iii3t., contains the following interview with 
Mr. Barton Atkins, late U. S. marshal in 
Alaska, who will he well remembered by 
Victoria scalers as the man who represented 
American law and seized and sold the Vie- 
toriu schooners a few years ago : — 

"Mr. Barton Atkins has been asked his 
opinion in regard to the recent statement 
made by Prof. Henry Elliott of the Smith- 
sonian Institute, to the effect that the seal 
fisheries must bo abandoned for a time in 
order to give the seals a chance to breed 
and to prevent the entire extermination of 
the animals. 

"I don't think much of it," said Mr. At- 
kins. "Tho contract that was made, last 
June, with the lessees of the soul islands 
stipulated that but 00,000 seals should lie 
killed each year ; but the contract that was 
in force prior to that time allowed the 
slaughter- of 200,000 seals per annum. The 
contract is taken by the Alaska, Commer- 
cial Company, which also has a contract 
with the Russian government for the privi- 
lege of killing seals on Copper Island, in the 
Behring's Sea. For my part, I do not be- 
lieve a particle in the statement that there 
is a seal city of seals. I think that it is only 
done to 'bear' the market, and to keep up 
prices. 1 think Elliott's roport was written 
in the interests of the -Alaska Commercial 
Company." 

"How is that? How is he interested ? 

" Well, the company has to pay the gov- 
eminent a royalty of §10.50 each pelt, and 
other stipulations are exacted, suchjas keep- 
ing free schools for the children of tho 
natives, and I guess they would be very 
glad to get out of the contract. They 
would like to throw up the contract right 
where it is, and this cry of a scarcity of 
seals is therefore raised. It is said, and 
generally believed throughout Alaska, that 
Elliott is the attorney for the Alaska Com- 
mercial company. He is so considered on 
the whole coast, and he has always left his 
seat at the Smithsonian Institute to go to 
Washington and oppose any legislation that 
would lie for tho good of Alaska. I tell 
you Elliott is looked upon in a very differ- 
ent light in Alaska than that in which he is 
regarded hero. There ho is called ' Seal 
Elliott,' und anything ho says in regard to 
Alaska is taken with an extremely large 
uniin of suit, and he is generally spoken of 
in derision." 

Mr. Atkins spent over four years in 
Alaska in the interests of the United States 
government, und he should be considered an 
one who is eminently fitted to talk upon 
the seal question, tho matter which is now 
keeping busy the brains of the most eminent 
men ot both the United States and RubbIo. 
Mr. Atlcin's drawing-room would almost 
make a visitor think he had been bodily 
transported to Alaska. Tho etayere is 
covered with walrus tusks, horn spoons, 
idols and earrings ; lynx and seal robes 
cover tho floors, and the walls are decorated 
with canoes, paddles, bows, speurs, lances, 
darts, and all manner of beautiful and 
curious relics brought by him from Alaska.

In 
the bock room a bed, cooking utensils, 
and other common furniture of a bachelor 
laborer's home were found, but nothing that 
would point to the identity of the occupant 
or connect him with the crime committed a 
moment or so before. Passing into the 
front room, in one corner, the double-bar- 
relled gun which had lately done such fear- 
ful work was picked up, the one barrel still 
empty and warm, the ether yet loaded. A 
hasty search was made for a clue to the 
names of the inmates, and letters were 
found bearing the address of one George 
Taylor, a stonecutter, who apparently had 
recently come from Seattle. The name of 
Qlendennen was also written on several 
papers brought to light, and a big German 
pipe adorned the wall. Other pipes, to- 
bacco and a half-emptied bottle of whiskey, 
copies of the rules of the V. M. I., a picture 
of the late Archbishop Seghers, and a 
regalia of some Irish society, were also 
scattered about the place. The room was 
unoccupied, and diligent search failed to 
disclose any hiding place in which the mur- 
derer might have taken refuge. 

AUItESTED ON SUSPICION. 

About an hour lifter the shooting occur- 
red, Contractor McDonald having, in the 
interval, been communicated with, and hav- 
ing informed the police as to the occupants 
of the house, a tall, light-complexioned man 
was picked up on Blanchard street, who 
said that Lawrence Phelan, who had been 
with him in the house until a few days ago, 
had informed him that he had been threat- 
ened by a man at the corner of Blanchard 
street, and hud, in consequence, shot him. 
Being taken to the police station, be said t Ivit 
his name was Joe Silk, und that ho had 
worked us a laborer on tho cathedral. 
Having been warned that lie hud been 
charged with wilful murder and that any- 
thing he might say would be taken down 
against him, he said that ho and Phelan had 
been drinking whisky in the house during 
tho day ; that Phelan, who was a watch- 
man on the church, had gone out with a 
gun and had afterwards returned, saying he 
had shot a man. He went with him down 
town and at the corner of a street had left 
Phelan who was going into the police sta- 
tion. He (Silk) was then on his return, 
when arrested. 

DIVES IIISISELF rr, 
At 1.50 this morning u medium sized 
young man, upparen.tly about 30 years of 
age, entered the city police barracks, und 
invoke Officer Win. Irvine, who was lying 
in bed, with the startling statement, " I am 
the man that shot a man to-night; 1 have 
come to give myself up." 

Tho officer at once got up, and without 
waiting to put. on his clothes, conducted the 
visitor down to the city lock-up.

It is generally felt 
that his companion, Gubrielle Bompard, 
was the greuter criminal of the two, and 
tho fuel that she St as let off with a term of 
imprisonment, while Eyraud was doomed 
to tho guillotine, has aroused a feeling of 
protest ugainst the apparent injustice of 
the verdict. This sentiment is strength- 
ened by the news that only five out of 
twenty jurymen wero at first inclined to 
give tho womun the benefit of extenuating 
circumstances, though others finally con- 
sented to take that view of the case.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

TheAttornoy-Generalinro the voting on 
the outside municipalities, on tho Bubject 
of admission to tho city. 

Mayor Grant— statod a^ist of voters as 
required would cost a great deal of 
money. Ho thought, howuvor, that the 
Attorney-General would arrange so that 
only a portion of tho cost should bo paijj 
by tho municipality. 

In answer to Aid. Vigelius, tho Mayor 
said that the cost would bo kept down to 
the lowest limit. 

Aid. Vigohus moved that the list of 
votors be obtained. 

Aid. Robertson asked if the city could 
give such list. He thought it was the 
duty of tho government to supply it, they 
being in roceipt of tho rovenueB from 
that sourco. 

Aid. Harrison thought that the ex- 
pense properly belonged to the city. 

The motion was put and carried. 

A report from the streot committee was 
then read, making tho following recom- 
mendations:— 

That tho sidewalk on tho south sido of 
Maikot street be continued to First 
street 

That a sidewalk bo laid on Niagara 
street from Menzies street to South 
Union streot. 

That a few loads of broken rock bo 
spread on Orchard street. 

That a new sidewalk be laid on Dis- 
covery street, south side, between Doug- 
las and Blancbard stroots. 

That a four foot sidewalk bo laid on 
Fernwood Road between Chatham streot 
and Edmonton street. 

That an eight foot sidewalk be laid on 
HillBide avenue between Third and 
Fourth streets. 

That a stone crossing bo laid across 
Government street from the corner of 
Pandora s reet. 

That a stone crossing bo laid across 
Johnson street on the east side of Gov- 
ernment street. 

That permission bo given to Mr. R. T. 
WilliamB to extend tho basement of his 
new building, on Broad street, ten feet 
boyond tho street line, provided, he 
builds a proper retaining wall, establishes 
a good water way or gutter and causes a 
proper sidewalk to be laid. 

That Mr. J. Teague ( be granted a

" That tho several tenders for tho 
construction of sewers for the city of 
Victoria, in accordance with plans and 
specifications opened this evening, be re- 
ferred to tlio Sewerage Commissioners, 
Sewerage Committee and Sewerage En- 
gineer with power to call in an outside 
engineer, and to award the contract to 
tho.lowest tondorer." 

Wo have now tho honor to report — 

1. That Mr. Alexander McBean, of 
California, is the lowest tenderer. 

2. That satisfactory replies have boon 
received to inquiries made as to tho finan- 
cial standing of Mr. McBean and his 
surities. 

3. That in consequence wo have award- 
ed the contract to Mr. Alexander Mc Bean 
for tho sum of $249, 970, 44 J. 

Tho above sum is divided as follows, 
viz. ■ §190,229,49^ for main and branch 
sowors, and £53,750.95 for hou3e con- 
nections. 

Tho security hold by tho City for the 
duo fulfilment is equivalent to 12 per 
cent on tho contract price, half in cash 
and half in bonds. 

The mayor asked that tho action oi 
tho Sewerage Committee in lotting tho 
contract bo confirmed.

POWDER IN THE STOVE. 

Teiriblo Accident at Snohomish— A Father 
and Two Children Burned to Death. 

Snohomish, Dec. 23. — The most te-- 
riblo affair which has ever taken place in 
tln3 city occurred, to-day, at 1.30. A la- 
boring man, named J. C. Templor, wnt 
drying some Judson powder under a stovt 
in his house. It is supposed a sparl 
from tho stove foil into tlio powder and 
instantly tlio house was in flames. 

Templor got his wife and baby out and 
went back for his two little boys, Frank 
and H ward, aged two and four yearn, 
but the flames drove him back and tin 
littlo fellows perished. Templor is toi 
ribly burned, and will die. His head 
face, arms and body are literally cooked 

Mrs. Templor is also badly binned 
and is nearly insane with fr.ght and hoi 
irbr. Tho house and effects are a totii 
loss. i 

When tho flames subsided, the firemen 
recovered tho bodios of the boys. 



Nothing was left but tho charred trunks. 
Tho heads, arms and legs were detached 
and presented a horrible spectacle. 

The family are poor, and their plight is 
terrible. Mrs. Templor is loft with four 
small children living and two dead at tho 
undertaker's. Tho husband is beyond re- 
cover}', and they have no home. The 
citizens aro taking chargo of them. 

THE SEATTLE AND NORTHERN. 

Recolver Simon Asks Permission to Better the 
Company's Equipment. 

Portland, Dec. 23. — Receiver Simon, 
of the Oregon Improvement Co., to-day 
filed a petition in tho United States cir- 
cuit court asking that an order bo made 
allowing him to purchase a dismantled 
8choonor at San Francisco, to bo used as 
a bargo for conveying coal from Seattle 
to the bunkers at various points on tho 
Coast. A barge has heretofore boon used 
for this purpose, but it is claimed that by 
purchasing a schooner a great Baving 
would bo effected. 

Tho receiver also asks for an order to 
have a numbor of box cars built for the 
Columbia and Puget Sound railroad, such 
cars being needed for tho business of tho 
road. 

He also asks for an order allowing him 
to build seven miles of tho Seattle and 
Northern railroad to complete it to Ham- 
ilton, and also to ballast tho whole road 
and repair tho bridge of Anacortos. It is 
alleged that completion of the road will 
incroaso its business, as now it has no 
terminus. The cost of the bargo, cars 
and completing tho Seattle and Northern 
is estimated at §50,000. 

RAILROAD MEN DESTITUTE. 

Five Hundred U. 1'. Extension Laborers 
Hungry In Portland. 

Portland, Dec. 23. — Atynit 100 labor- 
ers called at tho police station to-day and 
stated to Captain Cardwell that they aro 
ex-employes on tho Union Pacific Sound 
extension, and that on account of failure 
to get thoir money, which will not bo paid 
for somo time yot, thoy aro absolutely 
destitute. Nearly all of them came from 
the east to work on tho road, and claim 
that thoy wore assured that their work 
would bo permanent. Tho captain urged 
them to refrain from any demonstration. 
One of tho spokoGmcn said ho and tho 
others had been at Contractor J. H. 
Smith's offico and demanded their pay. 
Their monoy for last month will not bo 
allowed them till tho 20th of this month, 
and this month's will not be allowed until 
January 20. Mr. Smith, they say, told 
them that ho would give them his notes 
for their respective accounts, less 15 per 
cent, and that they could get the notes 
discounted by a broker, but they refused 
the terms. 

At tho present time no less than 500 
idle men, just discharged from tho Sound 
extension, are in this city. Nearly all of 
them aro destitute. 



JIKS. PEARGY HANGED. 

She Was the Handsomcit Woman Ever Execu- 
ted on the tiallows. 

London, Dec. 23. — Mrs. Nellie Penrcy 
was hanged this morning for the murder of 
Mrs. Hong and her baby. Strenuous efforts 
were put forward to induce the Queen to 
exercise her prerogative of mercy in this 
case. Fotitions were largely signed in cno 
poorer ri- deuce districts of London, urging 
that tho sentence be oommutcd to penal 
servitudo for life. The Criminal Law Re- 
form Association moved in the same direc- 
tion, and ao did a number of prominent 
humanitarians, whose sympathies are always 
enlisted in a cause however unworthy, but 
in which a woman may be concerned. 
Moreover, the feeling against the carrying 
out of sentences of capital punishment in 
the case of women has been steadily growing 
of iccent years, and it is known that the 
Queen herself hus very strong and pro- 
nounced views on the subject. At the same 
time her decision is invariably governed by 
the report and recommendations of the 
home secretary, and, in view of the diaboli- 
cal character of the crime of which this 
woman was found guilty, Home Secretary 
Matthews, who has mighty little merey in 
his composition, was not inclined to write a 
line or say a word in her behalf. 

Eleanor I'earcy will at least have the 
consolation of knowing that she is one of 
the most handsome women whose neck has 
ever been encircled by the hangman's noose. 
Not yet 24 years of age, with the form of a 
Venus, a wealth of chestnut hair, mingled 
here anil there with strands of gold, which 
sparkle in tho sunlight as it streams through 
the grated windows of her cell ; big, plead- 
ing, blue eyes, fringed with long delicate 
lushes, a complexion of alabaster, a small, 
almost puckering, mouth, enclosing two 
rows of pearly teetli, and with all this 
beauty of face and form, a modest, un- 
affected demeanor, she would make a lit 
subject for the brush of a painter and com- 
pel many a poet to woo his muse to sing her 
praises. Yet this woman — or girl — for to 
all outward appearances she would not be 
taken to have passed her teens, went to the 
gallows for one of tho most brutal crime* 
that, barring those of .lack the Ripper, hah 
stained the fair fame of the English metrop- 
olis within two decades. 

Her victims were Phoebe Hogg, a comely 
woman of 31, and Phoebe Hogg, a baby oi 
IS months. She bad made the acquaintance 
of the husband of her victim before his mar- 
riage, and tho intimacy was kept up aflei 
that event. Not. only this, but he intro- 
duced her to his wife, who, not knowing tin 
relations which hnd existed, and which, hi 
fuct, were still existing between her and bai 
husband, became very friendly with her, 
The husband's mistress appeared to recipro 
Bate the friendly feeling, hut, as a matter oi 
fact, and as subsequent events demon 
strated, sho hated Mrs. Hogg with all th< 
ntensity of an abnormally jealous nature 
Che details of the murder are familiar t< 
readers. She was promptly convicted sin 
tenteuced to death. Throughout the tria 
■ he preserved a cool, imperturable di 
lieanor. The defense was insanity. Hogg 
he husband of the murdered woman, WO> 
Iriven out of the neighborhood, where h 
lad resided all his life, by bis indignan 
leighbors, who threatened to lynch him i 
le continued to live among thorn. Hi 
iresont whereabouts are unknown.

RIGHTS OF AMERICAN TUGS. 

Captain Stetson Protests Against the 
Treasury Department's 
Ruling. 

Pout Townsend, Dec. 23. — Captain J.. 
EL Stetson, ono of tho owners of tho tugs 
Mogul and Collis, recently fined by the 
Canadian government for towing vessels 
on the Canadian sido of tho Straits of 
Fuca, waa seen by tho Pojt-Intelligoncor 
correspondent and asked his opinion of 
the decision of the treasury department 
at Washington City sustaining tho ruling 
of Canada. "It is ono of tho things 1 
cannot accountjfor," ho said. "Foryoars 
we have been doing just what tho tug 
Mogul was fined for, and nothing was 
done to indicate that it was against the 
law of Canada. But suddenly wo aro 
called on to pay a fine of §800 without 
any warning whatever. Tho tino was 
paid under protest, and tho mattor was 
reforrod to tho American minister at Ot- 
tawa. From him it went to the treasury 
department at Washington City, and the 
result is a decision that is a big surprise 
to the tug owners, to say tho least, be- 
cause there is no law to Bustain it." 

"On what do you base your assertion 
that the decision is not according to law?" 

" On the international treaty between 
these countries. On Juno 15, 1840, a 
treaty between .tho United States and 
Great Britain wa3 signod that declares 
tho relations that shall exist between 
thorn on the. waters of the northwest. 
Articles 1 of the treaty is as follows : 
'From tho point on tho forty-ninth 
parallol of north latitude where tho 
boundary laid down in the existing treaty 
and conventions botween the United 
States and Groat Britain terminates, the 
line of boundaries between the territories 
of the United States and those of Her 
Britanic Majesty shnll bo continued 
westward along said forty-ninth parallel 
of north latitude to the middle of the 
channel which separates the continent 
from Vancouver Island, and thence 
southerly through the middle of said 
channel and of Fuca Straits to the 
Pacific ocean ; provided, however, that 
the navigation of tho whole of said chan- 
nel nnd strait south of tho forty-ninth 
parallel of north latitude shall remain 
freo and open to both parties.' 

" As far aB wo have been informed, 
that treaty is still in force, and wo have 
always proceeded with that idea. Tho 
last clauso iu aa plain to my mind as 
words can make it, yot tho ruling of I he 
department at Washington City grants 
every claim .of the Canadian Government. 
Our case is not yet ended, and wo will 
get another ruling. The secretary has 
removed every chance for a favorable 
settlement with tho Canadian Govern- 
ment by giving h a decision all tho pub- 
licity possible. 

"There is another phase to tho ques- 
tion. Now the Canadians claim that the 
imaginary line that runs along the centre 
of tho straits of Juan do Fuca iu reality 
divides Canadian and American soil. 
At least they claim that tho water 
the north sido of this lino 
part of Canada. Hence they 
say that an American vessel that once 
crosses tho line has, in the eyes of their 
law, touched at a Canadian port and can 
go to no other port on that side without 
being subjected to a fine. Canadian tugs, 
however, can come over on tho American 
aide without the least fear of being mo- 
lested. I do not see how Assistant-Secre- 
tary Spaulding reconciles his ruling on 
this matter with one ho made a short 
time &gY> on tho sub-port bill. At that 
ho said a foreign vessel ctfuld not only 
cross tho line, but she could bo taken 
past every port and clear up to tho head 
of tho Sound without even tho formality 
of stopping at the port of entry to leave 
her papers. Now ho wheels around and 
makes a ruling directly tho reverse of 
this in order to agree with the Canadian 
authorities. 



ALMOST A DISASTER. 

A Port Townsend Southern Train Thrown 
Down an Embankment. 

PORT TOWNSEND, Dec 23. — An accident 
happened on the Port Townsend South- 
ern railroad this afternoon, which was a 
narrow escape from disaster. At a point 
14 miloB from this city, a train consisting 
of two coaches, two freight cars and a 
caboose were derailed, the caboose and 
freight cars rolling down an embankment 
of 75 feet. 

Tho passengers had all got out before 
tho shaky part was reached, and all es- 
caped without injury. The only casualty 
was that of tho brakesman, who was 
thrown from thu caboose and rendered 
senseless. Tho passengers rode into 
town on a handcar, and the engine ar- 
rived hero at 10 o'clock. 

Tho train was 25 hours doing 19 miles, 
and went off tho track six times before 
being precipitated down the embank- 
ment. The roadbed is in a very bad con- 
dition from the recent heavy rains.

PEACE AND GOOD- WILL. 



People on Christmas Day aro exprctcd 
to bo iu fjoud humor with all tho world. 
And why should they not bo 7 The 
Founder of the Christian religion, the 
• day of whoso birth wo celebrate with re- 
joicings that can never bo adequate to 
the occasion, commands His followers to 
love even their enemies, and to do good 
to those who hate them, and this, not for 
one day in the year, but for every day of 
every weok. If it is not impossible to do 
exactly as he enjoins — and it surely can- 
not be — it should bo a comparatively easy 
thing for us to be at peace with all the 
world on Christmas Day.

What would bo thought in any British 
country if the judge on the bench not only 
examined the criminals, forced them 
either to commit perjury or to condemn 
themselves, but had, by relating all that 
the oflicorB of justico had been able to 
find out about them, prejudiced the jury 
against them boforo they wero allowed to 
say ono word. 

ThoBritishpi'acticoseoms.ofcoursetous, 

fairer and more preforablo in every way. 
We say that no man should bo required 
to condemn himself, but wo also say that 
no man shall bo permitted to clear him- 
self. Tho French say that their system, 
while it is more effective in securing tho 
condemnation of tho guilty, gives tho per- 
son who has not committed.tho crime of 
which he is accusod a better chance of 
X>roving his innocence. Thcro may bo 
something in this latter contention. 
When tho accused has a chance of being 
a witnoss in his own case, he may, if ho 
is innocent, bo able to show by some 
apparently unimportant circumstance, 
known only to himself, that ho could not 
havo committed the crime with which he 
is charged. It seems that prisoners are 
iu French courts allowed a greater lati- 
tude than they aro in those of Great 
Britain. At any rate it is well to know 
that the criminal system of a highly 
civilized nation is very different, in some 
important respects, from ours, and 
that knowledge should cause think- 
ing men to hesitate beforo they oppose 
changes in criminal procedure which 
their advocates believe to be reforms. 
Many men of high legal standing, as well 
as many intelligent men outside the 
legd profession, are of opinion that 
justico requires that all men charged 
with crime should be competent to give 
evidence in their own behalf. The 
opposition Lu this reform is strong, as wo 
believo, because people generally have 
thought very little about the subject, and 
b. 'cause they havo a prejudice against it 
when they hear it is borrowed from the 
French. 



respectablo class, who ruined many honest, 
hard-working people that trusted the 
firm which employed him, Judge Fitz- 
gerald said : 

Good character was essential to the 
perpetration of the crime that you com- 
mitted. A man who could utter forged 
instruments without being questioned 
must necessarily havo had tho best kind 
of character. Almost every day in this 
court sumo wretched man who never had 
a chance in life, and who was born and 
reared amid vicious surroundings, is con- 
victed and sentenced to a long term of 
imprisonment for the protection of the 
community. You wore an intelligent, 
well-educated man, standing high in tho 
community. For years you have been 
committing tho crime of forgery, not 
from necessity, but prompted by tho in- 
sane desire that preva Is in many circles 
of this community and of this country to 
acquire great wealth with undue rapidity. 

The judge, despito tho entreaties of tho 
influential friends of this "gentleman" 
thief, sentenced him to seventeen years' 
imprisonment with hard labor. This, in 
his case, was most likely equivalent to a 
lifo sentence. And lie deserved every 
hour of it. Ho may havo appeared then 
humble and repentant. But ho wis 
becauso he had been found out. Had his 
crime not been discovered he would havo 
held his head as high as the highest, and 
would, most likely, havo treated any poor 
creature who had stolen a dollar's worth 
from him with tho utmost severity.

He had, to all intents 
and purposes, committed tho suggested 
crime, lie was not conscious of being 
tho subject of a harmless experiment.

boundaries of the proposed extension effected 
thereby, and who aro entitled to petition for 
Incorporation as a municipality undor the first 
named Act, has first been obtained at a poll to 
beheld for that purpose, nnd that such a poll 
shall be held by such a person and at such time 
or place or places and in such manner as tho 
Lieutenant-Governor [may appoint. And 
whereas, it is proposed to extend the limits of 
the Corporation of tlio City of Victoria in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of n resolution 
passed by a majority of two thirds of tho mem- 
bers of tho Municipal Council of the said city 
on tho 21st day of October, A. D. ISM, and con- 
firmed by the vote of tho municipality on the 
2nd day of December.

NOT ONE LIFE L0.iT. 

The American Bark Atalanta Goes to 
Pieces in the North 
Paellic 



Her Captain ami Crew Washed Ashore 
— Fears for the Safety of 
the Vidette. 



The coasting schooner, Katrine, Capt. 
Gnult master, brought to this city yester- 
day noon, tho captain and crew of the 
American burk Atalanta, lumber laden from 
Port Gamble for Sun Francisco, which was 
wrecked off the west coast of Vancouver Is- 
land in one of tho fierce gules of last 
week. 

In Tub Colonist's local columna yester- 
day morning, appeared an item which some- 
what prepared the public for the news given 
above. At that time, however, the name 
of the unfortunuto vessel, and the partic- 
ulars of her destruction were not obtain- 
able. The Atalanta, with which captain 
and crew came within an ace of finding an 
ocean grave, was one of tho oldest crafts 
plying in Northern PuciQc waters, al- 
though she was still regarded aa a stout sea- 
boat. See was of 832 tons register, built 
at Ainsburyport, Maine, in 1848, and in 
constant service ever since, Her value at 
the time of her loss, was roughly estimated 
at $30,000, by her owners, Pope & Talbert 
of tho Puget Sound Mill Co. Her cargo 
consisted of 600,000 feet of lumber and a 
quantity of lath, of the value of $45,000 or 
830,000. Both hull and cargo were insured 
in American companies. 

The story of the Atalanta's last trip can 
best be told in the words of her captain, 
Frederick Moshor, of San Francisco, who 
was seen by The Colonist immediately 
after his arrival here yesterday. He says : 

" We went to Port Gamble to load lumber 
in the latter part of November, this being 
my second trip in command. Our cargo was 
completed bv December 7th, and on the day 
following the tug Tyhee towed us out to 
Capo Flattery. The weather outside was 
found to be very rough, and so the tug re- 
turned with us to the Straits, where she 
droppod us near Neah bay. Wo remained 
there until tho morning of the 9th, and 
then went out under sail. There wits a 
southeast galu blowing, which shifted to 
southwest and proved very treacherous. 
This was only a sample of the weather that 
followed — it was a succession of gales, 
night and day. A number of our sails 
were carried away, and on Sunday, the 14th, 
fie ship, which hod strained badly, com- 
menced to take water at an alarming rate. 
All the pumps were kept going, and this 
served to cheek the Inflow. Karly on Mon- 
day morning a tremendous sea broke over 
tho ship, and the water rising in the hull 
lifted the cargo. The deck load was tossed 
about by tho sens that dashed over every 
moment, and soon the ruasts— with every 
surup of rigging— the forward house, the 
bulwarks, and the long boat, went over the 
side. The windmill pumps next were dis- 
abled, and the wator, unchecked, soon filled 
the hull to the deck level. At daylight, on 
the 10th, the main top-mast fell, anil set- 
ting the lower main top-sail— the only sail 
we could spread — we put her about and 
steered for Flattery with the intention of 
beaching her. We were then about 120 
miles south east of the Cape. The wind 
veering so as to prevent me making Flat- 
tery, 1 then headed for the Vancouver Island 
coast. The ship's deck was then level with 
the sea, which poured over hor in 
torrents from stem to stern. .She 
was Hush fore and aft, and how she man- 
aged to keep afloat is a, miracle. The water 
having filled the ship, no provisions or. fresh 
water could be reached, and all wc hud was 
a few biscuits. On Tuesday 'morning we 
got the small boat lashed to the capstan, 
and each of us managed to lash himself to 
a piece of plunk to keep afloat, when we 
went overboard, as we expected to every 
minute. At noon on the 10th the deck 
beums commenced to break up, but the 
wind, hauling from S. W. to S., blew the 
lower fore-top-sail-yard square of its own ac- 
cord. At that time we were about SO miles 
due oust of Flattery — in long. 120 4;") \V., 
Int. 48.35 N., at a rough calculation. Tho 
ship was breaking up fast, so seeing that 
nothing else could be done, we lashed two 
men to the wheel to keep her before the 
wind, eat our last biscuit — not a word of 
complaint was made, although our lips and 
throats were so parched that we could 
hardly eat— and then lushed ourselves to the 
stump of the mizzeh mast. On 
Wednesday we succeeded in launching the 
small boat, which would only hold four, 
after it had been swamped once. The sea 
was still raging. Finally, the second mate 
anil three of the men contrived to get in the 
boat, and it was swept away from US 80 
quickly that we hardly had time to bid 
them good-bye. A few hours later, the 
bark broke amidships in halves, and we, 
eight, were left on the cabin roof uatoru. A 
little later, and the half we were on broke 
again, the bottom sliding from under us, 
and leaving US afloat on the cabin, with our 
clothes torn to ribbons, nothing to cat or 
drink for over MS hours, and the wind still 
blowing a hurricane. Wc drifted all that 
night, lashed to pieces of plank, and lying 
Hut on our faces. In tho morning, Thurs- 
day, we sighted land, about 10 miles off, and 
all clay wc watched it get gradually nearer 
as the tide rocked us to and from it by 
inches. We were all numb and stiff, end 
could only lio and watch the land that 
meant life to us. In the evening we were 
washed up on the rocks, fortunately only a 
short distance from Mr. Penney's store at 
Clayoquot. Here, strange to say, our little 
bout had been washed up only a couple of 
hours before. Our men from tho boat, with 
Mr. Smailes, the storekeeper, and the cap- 
tain and crew of the Katrine, wore on the 
beach to help us, and we all were hauled on 
the rocks safely. Tho steward was para- 
lysed, and could not move, and the first 
officer, risking his own life, placed a rope 
around hiu waist und hauled him up t'he 
rocks. The men were ull cut and bruised, 
and my right hand was broken. 
Mr. Smailes and Capt. Gault could 
not do enough for us, und with 
warm, dry clothes, food and sleep 
wo soon were new men. Wo remained ut 
Mr. Smailes' until the schooner sailed— and 
here wo aro ; without oven our own clothes 
on our buckfi, hut all alive. 

Consul Myers yesterday supplied tho 
captain and crew with new clothing through- 
out, and they left by the City of Kingston 
for San Francisco. The namcj of the ship- 
wrecked crew are : 
Captain Kicderick Moshor, of Han Francisco. 
1st mate— Henry Olson, of San Francisco. 
2nd mat u John Anderson, of San Francisco. 
B to ward— John W. VVIIburn, of Seattle; 
Joseph Lost, William Potterman, Until Olson, 
Charles Itoss. Henry Rosondalo, Henry Liaroon, 
William Peak, nnd C. Lunse. 

All the men belong to the Coust Seainens'
